there has been widescale 
condemnation in the town 
of the failure of local au¬ 
thorities to make the streets 
and pavements safe in in¬ 
clement weather. 

Dorset County Council 
are responsible for gritting 
the main road through the 
town, but not the pave¬ 
ments or secondary roads 
such as the steep Wood- 
mead Road, Queens Walk 
and Hill Road 

The town council have 
purchased additional grit 
boxes placed in strategic 
positions and their outside 


staff have been used to grit 
some of the more danger¬ 
ous areas. 

Particular concern was 
expressed that the pave¬ 
ments in Broad Street were 
left in a treacherous condi¬ 
tion for several days after 
the last heavy snowfall. 

There were a number of 
minor incidents in the 
town caused by the icy 
roads, including a car skid¬ 
ding into a shop window at 
the top of town. 

A number of pedestrians 
sustained minor injuries 
when they slipped over on 
the ice.

RACHAEL Kershaw, 37, will be helping Bridport 
people kick-start their New Year goals this 
month. 

Having been a Slimming World success story 
herself, Rachael took over the group she at¬ 
tended and now runs a weekly evening and 
morning session in the town. 

Rachael has been running her Tuesday night 
group for three years now and the Wednesday 
morning group has been going for a year. 

Rachael's day job is also related to healthy eat¬ 
ing, working as a Finance Manager for Local 
Food Links. 

As an added boost to her healthy lifestyle 
Rachael is also a key player for Bridport's Auto- 
bitz Netball team who are currently on course to 
claim their first division one title. 

Rachael lives in Bridport with her husband 
Mark, 10-year-old daughter Ella and seven-year- 
old son Archie. 


■ WHAT made you decide to take on a Slimming 
World group? 

I put on weight with both my pregnancies and I had breast 
cancer in 2005 and my weight ballooned during my treat¬ 
ment. I joined Slimming World and about three months 
later the consultant moved away and so the group was on 
relief. Come October I’d lost about four stone and I was 
asked about becoming a consultant. At first I thought I 
couldn’t do it but then I thought, actually, it’s made such 
a difference to my life. I’d love to be part of that for other 
people’s lives. I’ve never really looked at it as a job be¬ 
cause I’ve got my job and this is just something I love 
doing. 

■ WHAT is the best part about being a group 
leader? 

I love watching people change, not just physically, but in 
the way they talk, the way they hold themselves, the way 
they walk, absolutely everything changes about them. Just 
seeing the difference it makes to peoples lives. 

■ LOSING weight is a New Year's resolution for many 
people, is January a good month to start? 

I think it’s a psychological thing, people tend to say lets 
get Christmas out the way and then have a new year, new 
start. January will be really nice because there will be 
people who won’t have been members before who want 
to come and there will be people who may have been 
members before who never quite achieved what they 
wanted to. I would say to those people, make this the year 
you achieve your goals. 



■ HOW does Slimming World differ from other 
diets? 

It’s sensible eating. There are lots of foods that you can 
eat freely so you don’t have to keep your scales and 
measuring jugs out for everything. It is a good balanced 
diet; there isn’t anything that you can’t have, it’s just 
moderation of the naughty things. For me when I wanted 
to lose weight I very much wanted to be able to cook 
family meals that everybody could eat and enjoy. 

■ ARE Slimming World groups a female dominated 
environment? 
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No, I’ve got three couples that come. I’ve got a whole 
family that come, it’s absolutely not just women. The men 
I think probably on the first time they walk in find it in¬ 
timidating but the women all look after them. 

■ WHAT are your top three tips for losing weight? 

Obviously come to Slimming World would be my first. 
Secondly I’d say the most important thing is not just com¬ 
ing to group, it’s staying to group because during group 
you get ideas and support. People want to know how 
you’re doing. Really it’s just about giving it the time and 
commitment that it deserves really. If it’s important 
enough for you to lose weight then set aside that time to 
really focus on it. 

■ WHAT are your goals for 2011 ? 

With regards to my group I just want to keep getting peo¬ 
ple coming in and being positive about their weight loss 
and keeping their weight off. Personally, last year was a 
really busy year. In October I got signed off from the 
breast clinic because I made my five years, which was re¬ 
ally fantastic. Ever since then I’ve just made sure I have 
time for me, time for my husband and time for me and 
the family. Just trying to get a good balance between work 
life and home life really. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

I’d quite like Simon Cowell because I’d like to know if 
he is as rude in real life. I’d have Peter Kay because he is 
hilarious, although he might not like a Slimming World 
meal. He does some quite interesting jokes about Slim¬ 
ming World on his tours. 

My third would be someone like Daley Thompson be¬ 
cause I always loved the athletics growing up, I used to 
watch the Olympics and I always thought he was great.

CLEARING up after Christmas is 
being made a little easier 
thanks to the district council 
running a Christmas tree collec¬ 
tion service until the end of the 
month. 

Householders in West Dorset 
can get their real Christmas tree 
collected and taken away for 
composting until Friday, Janu¬ 
ary 28th. 

WDDC staff will be using 
smaller trucks to follow the 
usual recycling vehicles on their 
routine rounds, and picking up 
trees from addresses where col¬ 
lections have been pre-booked. 

The trees are then taken to a 
depot, where they are chipped 
with the resulting mulch used 
as compost. 

Leader of WDDC Robert Gould 
said:"This is a great opportunity 
to recycle your tree and help 
make Christmas more environ¬ 
mentally friendly. 

"Last year we stopped over 11 
tonnes of Christmas trees going 
to landfill, which was a tremen¬ 
dous effort by local people and 
I'm sure we can do as well this 
time around." 

Residents should ensure that 
trees are stripped of any 
baubles or tinsel as these can¬ 


not be recycled.

Town council to take over gritting?

The town council are now consid¬ 
ering offering a more comprehensive 
response in the future to the prob¬ 
lems caused by severe weather con¬ 
ditions, in particular icy roads. 

Councillor Owen Lovell, chairman 
of the Strategy and Policy Commit¬ 
tee, will lead a discussion at tonight’s 
meeting on the implications and ex¬ 
tent of service to be offered in the fu- 
tire should the town council accept 
responsibility for gritting areas of the 
highway to supplement the Dorset 
County Council gritting schedule. 

Currently the public are encour¬ 
aged to use the grit bins provided by 
the town council at agreed locations 
throughout the town and subsquently 


replenished with grit by the county 
council. 

An advisory sticker is on order to 
attach to each bin displaying safety 
information, contact details and a no¬ 
tice that grit is to be only used on 
public roads. 

Areas of risk 

In addition, this winter town coun¬ 
cil employees using all available 
supplies of grit, have given attention 
to a number of important junctions 
and areas of risk. 

A report to tonight’s meeting 
stresses that cost effective options 
need to be considered such as the 
possibility of more mechanised grit 
spreading as well as bulk purchase 
and storage of grit. 

At present the town council has an 


ample supple of grit courtesy of 
Dorset County Council, says the re¬ 
port. 

At a meeting before Christmas 
when heavy snow was forecast 
Councillor Stan Williams urged the 
town council to be more pro-active 
with reard to grit spreading as used 
to happen in the old borough council 
days. 

Referring to a previous snowfall, 
Councillor Williams said Hill Road 
was “absolutely lethal”. 

Deputy town clerk Simon Ratcliff 
reiterated that town council had been 
out gritting the major junctions but 
one problem was that some staff 
members had not been able to get 
into work because of the snow.

Work about to start on new 
lighting scheme for the town 


LEAFLETS from SSE (Scottish and Southern Electricity 
Group) have been dropping on doormats all over Lyme 
Regis this week informing residents that the street light¬ 
ing system is going to be renewed. 

As a result the current orange lighting will be replaced 
with a softer white light, considered to be more accept¬ 
able. 

Work on the new lighting is due to start this month and 
completed before Easter. 

Some of the current lights have not been touched since 
the original gas lamps were replaced by electric lamps 
more than half a century ago and corrosion and the pas¬ 
sage of time have left some in a poor state. 

Lyme Regis Town Council’s street lighting group, led 
by Councillor Lorna Jenkin, were due to meet with two 
officers from SSE yesterday (Tuesday) afternoon to dis¬ 
cuss how many of the street lights in the historic part of 
Lyme can be replaced with either wall-hung heritage- 
style lamps, or iron standards with old-style decorated 
bases, to be painted black rather than standard grey. 

The council has put aside £5,000 to pay for the extra 
cost of this plan, and to provide similar lamps in some of 
its own public areas. 

The lighting group also includes a member of Turn 
Lyme Green and has received ideas from the Lyme Soci-

ety on maximising the value of this scheme to the old 
town of Lyme. 

“This renewal of street lighting may have to last for the 
next 50 years,” said Councillor Jenkin, “so we really 
need to get it right.

Residents call for traffic 
measures after road crash

A SERIOUS crash which resulted in three young men 
being rushed to hospital has led residents in Charmouth 
to call for better traffic control measures along the stretch 
of road. 

The men were taken to Dorset County Hospital with 
serious injuries when the dark coloured Rover 220 they 
were travelling in smashed into a wall along Axminster 
Road. 

The driver lost control of the car and drove through a 
wooden fence, careered across a grass verge and clipped 
a brick pillar before hitting a wall outside Thistiegate 
House Residential Care Home. 

A Charmouth resident reports hearing a car with a mod¬ 
ified exhaust driving up and down the road just before 
the accident at around 2am on Sunday. 

Thankful 

Police are investigating the circumstances surrounding 
the crash, involving the men, all from the local area and 
aged 20, 23 and 25 years old. 

John Corney, owner of the care home, said: “We are 
very thankful nobody was killed. Of course, we were 
pretty shocked to find a car slammed into our gate. It’s 
not the sort of thing you expect to find. 

“Looking at the car the people are lucky to be alive. 
We understand they were seriously injured but at least 
they got out with their lives.” 

Mr Corney said the night staff at the care home heard 
a loud bang around the time of the incident. Staff were 
unable to leave or return to work in the morning as the 
car was blocking the property’s entrance prior to its re¬ 


moval. Mr Corney is now calling for a revision of the 
speed limit and better traffic calming measures to be in¬ 
stalled along the road. 

He said: “It really was an accident waiting to happen. 
The cars go past our drive seemingly well in excess of 
the speed limit. 

“We have witnessed a number of near misses because 
of the differential speed of visitors or staff coming out of 
the drive to the speed of vehicles coming down the hill. 
It a dramatic difference. 


“This car has careered across the verge and smashed 
into our wall. Thank God staff or visitors were not exiting 
or entering the property at the time. If it was during the 
day it would have been a catastrophe. 

“Really we would like an enquiry to try an get some 
sort of traffic calming in place.”

View from the 
Woodmead Halls

LAST year was certainly an important one for the 
Woodmead Halls, the highlight being the comple¬ 
tion of the solar energy system which has seen us 
generate over 14,000 killowatts of electricity since 
the project was completed. 

The halls are not not far from being totally self- 
sufficient as far as energy is concerned and we are 
hopeful of being able to sell off our excess elec- 
trcity to the National Grid in the future. 

As we move into 2011 the management commit¬ 
tee is now planning further improvements to our 
already excellent facilities and these will mostly 
concern the stage area. 

We will shortly be submitting planning permis¬ 
sion for the construction of a third dressing room 
in the area behind the stage as well as office ac¬ 
commodation, having just secured a £3,000 grant 
from West Dorset District Council's 106 Planning 
Gain fund. 

At the same time we will be looking to upgrade 
our public address sytem and stage lighting facili¬ 
ties. 

The halls have been designated as the town's 
emergency centre and we are also in discussion 
with Dorset County Council and Lyme Regis Town 
Council over the possibility of having a Broadband 
connection installed, vital for communications in 
the case of an emergency. 

Bookings for 2011 are already looking healthy 
and there are few days when there is nothing going 
on at the halls. 

Although we are faced with increased costs due 
to the rise in VAT, the committee has decided to 
hold booking fees and bar prices at their current 
levels so we continue to provide excellent value. 

Finally, I would like to wish all hall users, existing 
and potential, the very best for 2011.

■ I AM extremely grateful for the exten¬ 
sive coverage and the supportive editorial 
note about The Marine Theatre in recent 
issues of the View from Lyme Regis. May 
I now take the opportunity to summarise 
where we are and what we plan for the 
medium and longer term future. 

When I spoke to the town council about 
our current financial issues I was careful 
to begin by saying that what was remark¬ 
able was not that I was there, but that I 
hadn’t been there before. 

Support from our town council has been 
nothing short of magnificent but they, and 
we, have always understood that running 
a professional theatre and, at the same 
time, meeting the diverse needs of local 
groups and audiences, would need signif¬ 
icantly more funding. 

I say, again, that we are seen as one of 
the three main arts providers in West 
Dorset but we exist on less than half the 
core funding of the two others while pro¬ 
viding more events and attracting more 
visitors than either. This has been the ra¬ 
tionale behind approaches to The Arts 
Council and to WDDC. We could not 
have been more persistent in the pressing 
of our claims to WDDC; it has been a four 
year campaign. I am dismayed that they 
have not been willing to acknowledge our 
case thus far but we are, at least, promised 
a full review at the end of 2011 and there 
may be reason for optimism. 

I am also optimistic about the fact that 
West Dorset are consulting on our sugges¬ 


tion that a small levy on their Lyme Regis 
car parks could meet the needs of Lyme 
Regis people: not just for the benefit of the 
theatre but for the Woodmead Halls, the 
Youth Club, B Sharp and many other of 
the entirely worthy organisations which 
this small community manages to sustain. 

At the end of the day, however impres¬ 
sive our professional programme and 
however many of our 22,000 customers 
may come from outside Lyme, this theatre 
is as nothing if it is not meeting the needs 
of our local community. 

The LymeArts Community Trust origi¬ 
nated in 2002 from the very clear wish of 
the people of this town for a theatre of the 
kind which we have tried to manage for 
the past eight years. We do think that now 
may be the time to open up the debate 
again about what sort of theatre the people 
of Lyme Regis want for their town and to 
this end we will be holding an open day 
and consultation, probably in early March. 
Out of this will come, we hope, a new and 
sustainable vision, new recruits for our 
volunteers and our “Friends” organisation 
and, particularly, two or three people who 
might be willing to act as trustees. 

This has been a very enervating few 
months at the theatre but our determina¬ 
tion, staff, trustees. Friends and volunteers 
alike to give this town the theatre it wants 
and deserves, is undimmed.

■ I WAS pleased to see in Lyme Matters 
that the Club For Young People as your 
number one wish for 2011. Halting the 
tide of empty houses as second homes in 
Lyme and West Dorset is my second wish. 

I have saved a lot of articles covering 
young people’s issues since we moved 
over from Bridport to Lyme 10 years ago 
now. I have to roll my eyes when I re¬ 
member the headlines and the culture of 
bad press, people grumbling about yobs 
and drugs. 

The good news is there is a shift in cul¬ 
ture. There are lots of reasons for this, but 
one sure one is the encouragement by 
many including positive press to see 
things differently and the desire to want 
the best for Lyme’s next generation, who¬ 
ever they may be. 

I remember being really fed up with the 
tide of bad feeling towards young people 
and still no skate park. (I have promised 
myself there should be one in the gardens 
again one day even if I am 80 and have to 
join the council!) Relations between the 
service providers were not good, I had left 
my job as youth worker in charge at Brid¬ 
port, which I really hadn’t wanted to 
do, and I was travelling to Weymouth and 
Portland to work with disenfranchised 
youth thinking this is mad when there was 
such a clear need in Lyme. 

Then Nick, my husband, came back 
from the Nags Head one night and said he 
had met Jacques Verhaeren. He was re¬ 
ally excited by this young man’s charisma 
and wanted me to meet him....this was the 


real beginning of Lyme Youth Arts B 
Sharp. Jack was working in the Cobb 
Arms and trying to busk to make a living 
(although was constantly moved on). He 
loved Lyme and I remember him saying 
he couldn’t understand why Lyme hated 
young people so much. So with his 
prospects in mind along with many others 
that I had met, we began to do some pos¬ 
itive thinking and so began B Sharp. 

Now look what’s happened. I feel very 
lucky to be in the position with my new 
job and B Sharp getting funding, although 
I am a bit too busy for my liking. How¬ 
ever, I am looking forward to doing my 
best work along with others in making the 
future brighter for the next generation. I 
am going to need all the help I can get to 
make it happens. I have got a great team 
of support for B Sharp and for the new 
centre for young people. As Marcus 
Dixon said: “A lot of work has gone into 
laying the foundations for the new well re¬ 
sourced club and young people, the Youth 
Service and the Lyme Regis Development 
Trust to make this a reality”. 

I appreciate the support you have given 
the various projects over time. I have 
kept most if not all of the articles and let¬ 
ters, good ones and not so good. As you 
say “life in Lyme will be rarely dull and 
this we can be grateful “.

THE new man in charge of the RNLI lifeboat station in 
Lyme Regis has issued his New Year advice to those 
going to sea in and around the resort: “Have a great time, 
but just use your commonsense.” 

Grahame Lorshaw starts 2011 as Lifeboat Operations 
Manager, combining that volunteer role with his full-time 
job as harbourmaster. 

The lifeboat crew answered 36 emergency calls during 
2010, eight less than in 2009. 

Mr Lorshaw said:”We will always be here as back-stop 
with our aim to save lives at sea. We all have an inbuilt 
survival instinct and the sea is for everyone to enjoy. 

“I just urge all those who go to sea to take all the proper 
precautions to stay safe and enjoy themselves.” 

As for his new role, Mr Lorshaw said:”I see no conflict 
between being harbourmaster and Lifeboat Operations 
Manager. I am on the spot most of the day and I know all 
the key players. I think each of my roles is enhanced by 
the other.”

U nless you've been lucky enough to build your house from 
the ground up, you will at some point be stuck with 
somebody else's ideas of interior decoration.

Absorb everything 
you come into contact with even if it doesn't seem relevant at 
the time. I was once asked to design a bright, colourful and "fun" 
kitchen for a family with young children. I poured through design 
magazines, and visited countless shops for inspiration. But it was¬ 
n't until I found myself watching a 1950s Tom & Jerry cartoon on 
television that the idea struck.The turquoises, blacks, yellows and 
pinks of the cartoon looked fresh and fun. A 1950s-style kitchen 
with all mod cons was the answer! 

There is very little in modern design which is completely new. 
Most styles and changes in fashion are amalgamations, adjust¬ 
ments and improvements on previous designs and trends. 
Today's stream-lined contemporary look harks back to 1930s 
modernism combined with a dash of 1960s spirit. And, yes, 
today's turquoise, yellow and pink toasters, kettles and lemon 
squeezers have the 1950s to thank for their design. No one 
should blatantly copy the work of others as this is an empty ex¬ 
ercise, but rather mulch together sights and sounds from your 
environment to create the style that suits you. Actively seek out 
inspiration from museums, stately homes, art galleries, show 
rooms, furniture catalogues, magazines, books, films, TV pro¬ 
grammes and nature. Remember the colours, sounds and sights 
of your last holiday. Why did they make you feel happy? How can 
you use these elements to recreate that contented feeling in your 
own home? 


Start a file in which you can put magazine cuttings. Take photos 
or buy postcards of places, buildings, furniture, beaches, sun¬ 
sets. .. anything that inspires you. Carry a small notebook in which 
you can sketch ideas. Often the secret to why an architectural fea¬ 
ture works is hidden in the proportion of one part to another. Pho¬ 
tographing or sketching this accurately will be the only way of 
reproducing this later. The ancient Greeks were very keen on 
geometry and used it extensively in their buildings. Try to analyse 
why a particular room or building looks and feels right to you. 
What are the proportions? Is it symmetrical or asymmetrical? Are 
there a lot of decorative features, or is it very plain? By finding an¬ 
swers to these questions, you are finding your own style. 

Once you have a store of inspiration, you are then ready to 
source materials, chose colours and buy furniture that fits your 
style. Perhaps you've been inspired by a holiday on the English 
seaside. You've taken photos of the flint houses with their mar¬ 
itime blue trim, the long stretches of sandy beach with its tufts of 
marsh grass, the colourful beachhouses lined up along the shore. 
Translate these images and feelings into your own environment 
by sourcing sofas and chairs in a relaxed design, upholstered in 
sandy neutrals; paint your walls with a creamy wash; let the sun 
stream into the room with modern voiles, linen blinds or planta¬ 
tion shutters; accent it all with those beautiful sea blues and 
greens. Keep your accessories natural - wood, stone, shells, flow¬ 
ers. If you stay true to those elements which gave you a sense of 
pleasure on your holiday, you will create a happy space in your 
home. 

The more you explore and make a conscious note of the things 
that inspire you, the more confident you will become with your 
own style preferences. Always stay open to new influences. Keep 
your eyes and ears open. Your style is something which should 
grow as you grow. Your style is part of who you are. Why not make 
it part of your home environment?

New exhibition opens at 
Dorset County Museum

443. 

Nigel Sharp, Ford Britain manag¬ 
ing director, said: "Ford's 2010 sales 
performance benefitted from a 
steady flow of new models, includ¬ 
ing C-MAX, Mondeo, S-MAX and 


Galaxy, and the unrivalled strength 
of its dealer network. In an in¬ 
tensely competitive market our dis¬ 
ciplined approach to the market 
saw a strengthening in retail and 
commercial sales, which was sup¬ 
ported by a clear pricing and com¬ 
munications strategy. 

"There will be tough market con¬ 
ditions again in 2011 but we are 
looking forward to a successful cen¬ 
tenary year, starting with the launch 
of the exciting, new Ford Focus in 
the next couple of months."

. Tragedy hits 

, THE Bob BucJder yard suffered a blow 

• at Towcester on Monday when Ellie 
Wiggins, running her first hurdle race 
suffered some kind of seizure and died 
whilst racing. 

The five-year-old is believed to have 
suffered a heart attack or an aneurism 
that caused her to crash through the rails 
and deposit jockey Nathan Sweeney on 
his backside. 

• “We are unsure exactly what happened 

• at the moment, but she was brain dead 
when she careered off the track. Nathan 
was very fortunate and had the presence 
of mind to jump off her before she col¬ 
lapsed and escaped with just a sore bot- 

l tom from bumping along the grass. 

• “It is unusual for a horse to die in this 

• way particularly as she had three bumper 
races already and there had been no sug¬ 
gestion of a problem, which indicates 
maybe it was an aneurism. She was a 
very nice young horse who may have 
gone on to better things, and it is obvi¬ 
ously very sad” said Buckler. 

Despite his spill, Sweeney was in ac¬ 
tion 30 minutes later to pilot Ballyegan 
to second place in the Ladbrokes Mobile 
Masters Handicap Chase. Made 7/2 
favourite following his excellent second 
at Taunton on New Years Eve, the six- 
year-old just failed to catch Elying Squad 
despite closing on him in the run-in. 

• Earlier he had finished third on Power 
Lord in the Ladbrokes Roulette Novices' 


Hurdle over three miles. The 66/1 shot, 
running only his second race in his ca¬ 
reer, ran on strongly to move into third 
spot at the last. 

Tiger Breeze ran well in a Happy New 
Year Claiming Hurdle at Taunton, also on 
Monday to finish mid-division. Whilst 
not really in contention in a race that in¬ 
cluded some highly rated horses and in 
fairly soft conditions, he now has a hand¬ 
icap which allows Buckler to place him 
in more suitable races and is looking for 
a low grade novice or selling handicap 
race for him next. 

Cullahill finished strongly after being 
in contention for most of th way in the 
Oxygen Creative Design And Web De¬ 
velopment Novices Limited Handicap 
Chase but having been edged out of the 
top three places jockey Nick Skelton ap¬ 
peared to stand up in the stirrups as if 
some problem, but then rallied after the 
final fence to close on but not catch 
fourth placed Earth Planet by half a 
length. 

Buckler said:”Nick said he felt he was 
being squeezed and just stood back to 
make sure the horse didn’t fall, but then 
he came again well, and but for that 
jumped well after his fall at Plumpton.” 

Mizzurka put in a disappointing 
jumping display after her fine second 
place at Taunton the week before where 
she appeared to have the race won until 
being spooked by the woodchip crossing 


leading to the paddock 150m from the 
line. 

The outsider in the listed Class 1 
32red.com Mares' Hurdle over 2 Vi miles 
at Sandown Park, she made a mistake 
early on and lost her confidence and 
eventually finished fifth. 

Buckler said: “We wanted her to have 
the experience of a listed race and ex¬ 
pected her to finish at the back, but she 
didn’t do herself justice with her jump¬ 
ing. 

“Having made a mistake early on she 
lost her confidence and put in a number 
of short strides which affected her jump¬ 
ing and meant she lost her rhythm and 
about a length every hurdle, and in the 
heavy ground it was quite sapping.” 

Double Dizzy finished a creditable 
fourth at Wincanton in the Higos Insur¬ 
ance Services Handicap Chase over two 
miles five furlongs. Jumping well and 
with the leaders most of the way, he lost 
touch with the leading three as they 
turned for home but stayed on with 
Nathan Sweeney atop to claim fourth 
spot comfortably. 

“He ran a nice race, but is hard work,” 
said Buckler. 

Quix failed to confirm the promise of 
his third place in his debut at Lingfield 
last month by finishing eighth in the 
bumper at Southwell. The race was won 
easily by the odds-on favourite Knight 
Pass who is considered to be a Chel¬ 


tenham horse, Quix ran too freely early 
on to lead the field. 

Buckler said: “The ground was too 
sticky for him as well really, particularly 
in the turn for home where the field swal¬ 
lowed him up a bit, but he stayed on and 
only finished 3 Va lengths down on fourth 
place. It was also a high quality race for 
Southwell as shown in the betting with 
our horse at 33/1 despite a good run first 
time out.” 

Fun Guy was found to have a breath¬ 
ing problem after finishing in midfield in 
his third hurdle race on the same card at 
Southwell. The horse who has already 
had a throat operation has been checked 
over, and it appears that everything is in 
place as it should be, and that he needs to 
run on firm ground. 

“We need to be more selective about 
the ground he runs on. The heavier con¬ 
ditions only exacerbate his situation,” 
said Buckler. 

Despite Buckler’s lack of winners just 
now on the racecourse, he had success 
recently on the point-to-point circuit 
when Different Trades won the Hark- 
away Club Members Intermediate race at 
Chaddesley Corbett, near Bromsgrove. 

The seven-year-old, owned by Buckler 
and ridden by Jack Barber, went of at 5/2 
and beat the 9/4 favourite Commander 
Kev by three lengths with 14/1 shot Lord 
Brunello a further 12 lengths away in 
third in the 12 horse field.

Excellent win double for Weymouth 


WHAT with the inclement weather and the break for Christ¬ 
mas and the New Year I encountered a little difficulty in re¬ 
membering just whom I should be covering when the 
league action resumed on Saturday. 

Finally realising that it was ages since I had watched Dorch¬ 
ester, I trotted over the hill to take in their game against Marl¬ 
borough in the Southern Counties League (South).
